However, 
the 
Seabreeze 
man who investigated the 
product says that it is merely a dark 
substance that is nearly always found 
where there is a limestone formation 
such as that in Kakulla county. 
He 
also opines that this material has no 
marketable value. 
It has been further stated in regard 
to this well, that the condition of the 
surface 
in his vicinity 
is such that 
oil is likely to be found in the ground 
beneath. 
Such a statement cannot be 
true, because no man can tell whether 
there is oil or gas in a specified local- 
ity without 
first 
boring to find out. 
As it 
is, 
dry 
wells are 
frequently 
found a few feet from good flowing 
oil or gas wells. 
If there was a man 
in this country who could tell merely 
by surface 
conditions 
the existence 
of petroleum, 
such companies as the 
Standard Oil company 
would not be 
wasting 
millions of dollars yearly to 
bore experimental wells. 
This oil well man believes that the 
owners 
of the Wakulla 
county 
well 
have 
very 
small 
likelihood 
of ever 
finding petroleum 
in their county 
be- 
cause of the kind of formation 
which 
is known to form the greater part of 
the state. 


man has had many years experience 
in the oil and natural gas business in 
West Virginia and is an oil well 
ex- 
pert. 
On hearing of the supposed oil 
discovery in Wakulla county, he made 
a trip purposely to ascertain the true 
conditions. 
After his investigation he 
is of the opinion that no petroleum of 
value has been found and that 
prob- 
ably none will be found. 
Petroleum 
i 
always found in "sand" 
rock, a porous 
stone 
which 
lies be 
tween two layers of a very hard rock 
usually a thousand or more feet down. 
These 
hard 
rock layers are usually 
several feet in thickness and cause' 
a pressure so great on the oil in the 
sand rock that the oil will flow of its 
own 
accord 
to 
the 
surface 
of the 
earth. 
Often the pressure 
is great 
at the surface. 
The hard rock layers 
are so extremely 
hard that 
it often 
takes a 3.000 pound drill, with 10 foot 
or more stroke 24 hours to bore three 
feet. 
It is sometimes 
the case that 
sand rock exists in hard sports con- 
taining no oil. 
When possible these 
hard spots are dynamited 
and thus a 
flow of oil is set free. 
The well which has been bored near 
Tallahassee is only 1.000 feet deep or 
less than the depth of a great many 
good oil wells. 
The light drills and 
apparatus which are being used are 
not alrge enough to go much further 
into the ground. 
The men iu charge 
of the work are not very experienced 
in oil well drilling.
